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Saratoga SALES Summaries 


During the first eight sessions of the 
current yearling sales at Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y., being conducted by the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Company, 356 yearlings were sold 
for $1,348,900, average $3,789. During 
the first eight last year, 383 
yearlings averaged $4,122. The decline 
from last year thus was slightly under 8 
per cent, which in the light of general 
trends indicates a relative stability of 
the Saratoga auctions. 

Through the summaries listed below, 
the auctions through Tuesday night, 
August 17, are accounted for. Only one 
more sale of yearlings was to be held. 
The remaining auctions of the week, af- 
ter Wednesday night, were concerned 
with breeding stock and horses-in-training.

But 
on Tuesday a situation developed which 
had a counterpart in 1941, when Thomas 
Piatt, the Lexington breeder, withdrew 
the majority of his consignment because 
he thought they were selling below their 
worth, 

On the present occasion John W. Stan- 
ley, of Springside Stud, between Lex- 
ington and Versailles, withdrew his year- 
lings for the same reason. In the case of 
Mr. Piatt three sales which already had 
been made were allowed to stand. In 
the case of Mr. Stanley, the announce- 
ment of the withdrawals was made after 
two yearlings had been sold. First of the 
Stanley yearlings in the ring was a broth- 
er to the stakes winner Double Jay. He 
went for $7,500. Then came a colt by 
Haleyon—Tragic Muse, which brought 
$4.000. 

At this point Humphrey S. Finney, an- 
nouncer, informed the audience that Mr. 
Stanley was not satisfied with the prices 
brought by the first two yearlings and 
had decided to withdraw the remainder 
of the consignment. It was stated later 
that the breeder had arranged to cancel 
the two sales already made, and the whole 
lot therefore was withdrawn and recorded 
as not having been sold. Mr. Stanley 
did not immediately announce his plans 
for the yearlings.

Headlong Flight from a Shadow; 
800 Horses Would Be Too Many 


New York 

Coming up to his 75th birthday last 
month. James E. (Sunny Jim) Fitzsim- 
mons was moved to reminiscence about his 
riding days in the hearing of James 
Roach. of the New York Times. There 
was. for instance. the time he rode under 
lights. 

Belair’s now venerable trainer hit the 
stretch in front, a few feet out from the 
rail. Inside him came a challenge, just 
perceptible from the corner of his eye. 
He went to the whip and felt his mount 
lengthen stride under him. But the chal- 
lenger wasn’t put away; he was. still 
there, moving stride for stride. Finally 
Mr. Fitz, driving with hands. heels, and 
whip, got under the wire in front, and 
then turned to see what had been pushing 
him so hard. It was his shadow. 

Mr. Fitz, like Bucephalus after Alexan- 
der had got through schooling him, is no 
longer afraid of his shadow. But the 
tale moved the representative of the 
august Times to an unjournalistic display 
of energy which, I hope, does not spread. 
Back through the microfilm he went, to 
what you might call Times out of mind. 
There, under date of September 17, 1894, 
he found the account of what was, ap- 
parently, the first night racing in the 
East. Excerpts are here presented. with 
the relish which sauces material diverted 
from someone else’s work. 


Under the Guise of Racing 


A Night Gambling Plant 
Established at Maspeth 


Workingmen and clerks the victims 
and students in a school for the 
creation of gamblers—The racing is 
a complete farce, and petty aam- 
bling the only excuse for “racing” by 
electric light. 


"If there is no law that will put a stop 
to the racing by electric light, at Maspeth in 
the outskirts of Brooklyn, the Jockey Civb 
should do everything in their power... to 
make racing at night illegal... . 


“It was on last Tuesday that this 
shadow-dance racing was introduced to 
the people of this vicinity, though a sim- 
ilar bunko game has been in operation 
somewhere on the outskirts of St. Louis 
for a couple of years... . 

“The racegoers looked like 
from various factories in the 


workmen 
neighbor- 


hood. laborers of various classes. and 
clerks whose labors will not allow them 
to go to the race tracks during the after- 
noon. These latter are the class of peo- 
ple who cannot afford to go to a race 
track of any kind at any time. and run 
the risk of losing the small amounts they 
earn, and which they should give to their 
families for their use and support. 

“They are such people as the sharks 
of the city poolrooms have always de- 
pended on as the game from which they 
wring their dollars .... 

“The betting ring is, of course, the 
feature of the track. The grandstand is 
a small, double-decked affair, lighted with 
a few electric lights and a large number 
of ill-smelling kerosene lamps. This is 
occupied by female gamblers almost ex- 
clusively.” 

For “female gamblers” the reporter for 
the Times might have used a shorter, sin- 
gle word. It was evidently in his mind. 
It is perfectly obvious that night racing 
55 years ago drew the same sort of au- 
dience it would draw again, except that 
gangsterism has been vastly improved in 
the meanwhile.

It will be objected that night trotting 
has proved feasible and. as far as I 
know. is not remarkably subject to such 
a description. But trotting. when it went 
under the lights, didn’t have three dollars 
to its neme. and it had almost no regular 
following except those who were profes- 
sionally interested. It was the lack of a 
following. in fact, which sent trotting into 
the night. Trotting has been big money 
only for a few years. Racing, on the 
other hand, has had its army of para- 
sites for many years, and it would get 
off under lights with a ready-made un- 
derworld. 


It is, of course, nothing but financial 
nymphomania on the part of a state gov- 
ernment that would permit night racing. 
As matters stand, Illinois has taken the 
lead. Racing’s best hope, perhaps, is 
that a night track will go into immediate 
operation in Illinois and that it will

events of unusual interest. At the Illinois 
track J. A. Goodwin’s Ky. Colonel set a 
new world record of 1:2124 for seven fur- 
longs. In New York, Ogden Phipps’ 
Striking, a sister to the high class Busher 
and Mr. Busher, won the Schuylerville 
Stakes. And in New Jersey. Mrs. E. L. 
Hopkins’ Three Rings set a track record 
of 1:50 for nine furlongs.

Olympia cannot possibly be regarded as 
a failure—seven stakes wins. five other 
stakes placings. and earnings in excess of 
$233.000 this year are not the marks of 
mediocrity—yet he has been luckless on 
important occasions because of his ex- 
treme speed. His fast early pace in the 
Kentucky Derby was his undoing. as it 
was later in the Jersey Stakes. And in 
Washington Park’s Sheridan Handicap he 
used himself up in the most brilliant 
speed display of his career. 


Fast out of the gate, he was clocked in 
21084. :2135, :3215. :4344. and :56. for 
the first four eighths. This was faster than 
Atoka’s world record for three furlongs 
(:3314). Tie Score’s world mark for four 
furlongs (:4525), and Pan Zareta’s world 
record for five furlongs (:5715), all of 
which were made with less weight up 
than Olympia carried. 


But at this point Olympia had run him- 
self out of first money. Ky. Colonel took 
the lead. flashed past the furlong pole in 
1:0825. which equaled *Fair Truckle’s 
world record. From here a final eighth in 
13 seconds was good enough to carry 
Ky. Colonel to victory by 214 lengths over 
Olympia, which was 11% lengths in front 
of De Luxe. Lextown. which had hung 
onto Olympia in the early furlongs. fin- 
ished last. The race had other aspects. 
too: Ocean Drive bumped De Luxe at the 
start. and the Calumet entry was forced 
into Black Wing. running mate of Ky. 
Colonel. Johns Joy ran into trouble when 
Ky. Colonel came in on him. 


STRIKING. The Schuylerville Stakes 
winner does not greatly resemble Busher 
and Mr. Busher. her older brother and 
sister. in appearance. but she runs in the 
best tradition of the family. The Saratoga 
race was her most ambitious assignment. 
since it pitted her against High Fre- 
quency. winner of the Powder Puff. Lads 
and Lassies. and Champion Stakes: Bed

and a top jockey.”

Helios had 28 winners of 73 races. His 
outstanding representative, of course, was 
Carbon Copy (Helios—Havers), which 
will be four years old on August 1. 


Carbon Copy has been given 133 pounds 
in the Melbourne Cup to be run on 
November 1, at Flemington, and is the 
favorite for our greatest race. During 
the season, he earned the sum of £28,396, 
an all-time record for a 3-year-old in this 
country and New Zealand as well. Car- 
bon Copy has done well during his winter 
spell, and is in work again to begin his 
long preparation for the Melbourne Cup. 
If he is fit and well on the day, he will 
start favorite and probably win, despite 
his big weight. 


In addition to Carbon Copy, other 
notable winners of the season for Helios 
included Phoibos (out of Spanish Star).

GALLOP POLL 


On Hanging Together 


(From Alex Mackay-Smith, Lucky Hit 
Farm, White Post, Va.) 


The following paragraphs. from a_ re. 
cent issue of Horse and Hound (Eng. 
land) are, [ believe. of considerable im. 
portance to the racing interests of this 
country: 

Net surplus of the Racecourse Betting Con- 
trol Board for 1948 was £490,000 from which 
£222,840 has been assigned to the Racecourse 
Fund, £150,000 towards the reduction of the 
cost of travelling racehorses to meetings, and 
£11,631 as assistance in 1948 to point-to-point 
and bona-fide Hunt meetings. 

From the sum made available to the Race- 
course Totalisator Charity Trust for assisting 
horse breeding, veterinary science and other 
objects, the Hunters Improvement Society is 
allocated £20,000; Olympic Games and Inter- 
rational Equestrian Fund £3,000; British Horse 
Society £2,000; National Pony Society £2,750, 
and the Shire, Suffolk, and Clydesdale Societies 
get £2,000 each. British Percherons receive 
£1,500. 

Other society grants, in addition to £8,900 
for local horse organizations in England, Scot- 
land and Wales include Welsh Ponies, Cleve- 
land Bays and Highland £500 each; and £600 
each to the Arab and Hackney. Shetlands have 
been allocated £200. 


The only real money in the horse busi- 
ness, either in this country or anywhere 
else, is in the racing end. In the United 
States the racing picture is made up ef 
both running and trotting races, in Eng: 
land of running races only. 

England has recognized that the finan- 
cial welfare of the horse picture as a 
whole is the responsibility of racing. Be- 
cause of this all horse interests are united 
in their support of racing. Quite the 
opposite situation prevails in the United 
States. Racing has neither assumed re- 
sponsibility for nor received the support 
of the horse interests of the nation. 

Racing needs that support. All horse- 
men should be united in furthering the 
interests of racing. in protecting it from 
its many enemies. Conversely the various 
breed societies, veterinary research. the 
small race horse owner, the Hunt Race 
Meetings and other similar organizations 
need the financial support of racing if 
they are to maintain their present use- 
fulness and to expand it in future. 

Racing in this country should take full 
advantage of the example and experience 
of the English in this particular field. 
If we don’t hang together. we may all 
hang separately. 


Hunt Meets Encouraged 


(From S. Bryce Wing, president of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Associ- 
ation. ) 

Some months ago, at a meeting held in 
Chicago, a number of gentlemen interested 


me 
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in hunt race meetings in the Middle West 
met with representatives of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association to dis- 
cuss hunt racing as it exists at the pres- 
ent time in their locality. As the result 
of this talk a recent announcement was 
made that the following race meetings 
would be sanctioned this spring and run 
under the rules of the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association: 


Tryon Riding and Hunt Club, Tryon, N. C., 
Apr. 23. 

Oakbrook Race Meeting, Hinsdale, Ill., June 4. 

Royalton Steeplechase Assn., Zionsville, Ind., 
June 1l. 


Dates for the fall races of the Creve 
Coeur meeting at Washington, IIl., and 
the Metamora meeting at Metamora, 
Mich., will be announced within the near 
future, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that these meetings will prove to be 
the nucleus of many other sanctioned 
meetings in the Middle West within the 
next few years. 


I feel that many people who plan to 
participate in these meetings as an owner, 
trainer, rider, or as a spectator, would 
like to know a little something of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Associa- 
tion and what it is trying to do. One of 
the primary functions of this Association 
is to promote and encourage steeplechas- 
ing and hunt racing. and the other im- 
portant function is to supervise and regu- 
late the sport so that it may be conducted 
in a manner well done, and above all 
so that it may be on a commanding level 
of honesty and sportsmanship so as to 
deserve the confidence and respect of the 
racing public generally. 


The problems of the newer meetings 
are many, but in some ways these prob- 
lems are of a different nature than those 
of the older meetings in the East. Be- 
cause of this very fact, many of the rules 
and regulations which are necessary in 
the conduct of the older meetings are not 
needed by the Middle West meetings at 
this time. Fortunately, the Rules of Rac- 
ing are elastic enough to cover this situa- 
tion, and on the attached sheet are sev- 
eral matters along these lines. 


In closing I would like to say that we 
welcome to the sport every person who 
feels himself a sportsman in the true 
sense of the word, and who feels that 
clean, honest competition in sports is one 
of the many things we cherish as a part 
of our American way of life. 

I use the word “sportsman” in a very 
special sense, and I am reminded of the 
words of a famous sportsman of another 
generation who said to his grandchildren, 
“[ want you to grow up good country 
gentlemen, doing your duty to your coun- 
try and your neighbors, rich and_ poor, 
and versed in all the occupations which

swiftly get itself such a bad name that 
other states will not be moved to follow. 


MARKET. The Saratoga market is 
following very closely the pattern estab- 
lished at Keeneland two weeks earlier. in 
that good horses are selling with real 
power, and poor horses are hardly ac- 
cepted at any price. The auctioneers, in 
both cases, have had to twist the arms of 
the bidders severely, and in many cases 
a horse which seems to be hanging at 
somewhere around $2,000 will go on up 
eventually to $10,000 or so. But on good 
horses the bids come, if with exasperating 
slowness. 


The Almahurst sale last Friday. partic- 
ularly. indicated that the Saratoga mar- 
ket is at least no weaker than that at 
Keeneland, and some Kentucky consignors 
are beginning to wonder if it is not ac- 
tually stronger. The notion here has 
been, all along, that both markets are 
stronger for being separated and _ that. 
while buyers can stand two doses of 400 
yearlings each, any attempt to sell 800 
at a time would be disastrous to all ex- 
cept the consignors of really first-class 
yearlings. But this consideration isn’t go- 
ing to keep individual breeders from hop- 
ping from one market to the other if 
they can see a temporary individual ad- 
vantage. 


One horseman pointed out a return to 
normal in the current sale. “You notice 
that the buyers are nearly all established 
horsemen? You don’t see (here we'll 
skip a few names, for obvious reasons) 
buying any more. You go through the 
summaries now, and you know all the 
names.” 


This has to be taken with qualifications. 
of course. but in the main it’s true. And 
as far as it is true, the real sucker mar- 
ket, for horses with a mane and tail, is 
disappearing. Every sign suggests a cut- 
back in production would be beneficial. 
But here, also,.history is likely to repeat 
itself.

MEMORANDUM ON NATIONAL STEEPLE- 


CHASE AND HUNT ASSOCIATION REG- 
ISTRATIONS AFFECTING NEWLY ORGAN. 


IZED RACE MEETINGS: 


HORSES: Under Rule 81(a) horses must 


be 

1. Thoroughbreds registered with The 
Jockey Club. 

2. Registered for racing purposes 
only with the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association. Note: The re- 
quirements for this registration call 
for photographs of the head and both 
sides of the animal; the pedigree if 
known, age, sex and color, and a his- 
tory of the past ownership. This 
registration permits a horse to run 
in a steeplechase anywhere in the 
country, as well as at all hunt meet- 
ings. 

The exception to this rule for horses 
not fitting into the above two classi- 
fications: 

3. Horses to be approved by the local 
race commitee on the basis of  per- 
sonal knowledge of the owner, and 
if possible, some knowledge of the 
horse. In order that some semblance 
of an accurate record can be kept, 
the horse must consistently be en- 
tered with the same name and de- 
scription. Horses coming under this 
classification cannot be considered 
registered. and the arrangement 
would have to be one of expediency, 
and which might be changed in the 
light of experience. 


AMATEUR RIDERS: Under Rule 232, a 


person desiring as an amateur rider 
must hold a certificate as such. How- 
ever, under paragraph 2 of the N. B. 
to this rule. the stewards of the 
meeting can grant temporary permis- 
sion for a person to ride two races 
in any one year, and further Rule 238 
provides that a rider who has never 
ridden a race must ride two races 
before a certificate is granted. 

In practice this means that an ap- 
plication for a certificate need not be 
filed by someone intending to ride 
at one meeting only. Should the 
stewards grant temporary permission 
to a rider, and deem his performance 
so unskilled as to constitute a danger 
to himself or to other riders, or if his 
conduct or riding tactics be objection- 
able, the stewards should so report 
to the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association office. 


One of the principal qualifications 
for an amateur certificate, is that the 
applicant must never have ridden for 
money or other remuneration, in 
races, horse shows, hunting, or in a 
livery stable. 


JOCKEYS: Same as amateur riders, see 


Rules 232 through 249. 


TRAINERS: May be given temporary 


permission by stewards of the meet- 
ing under third paragraph of N. B., 
Rule 232. This privilege good for two 
meetings in any one year. 

Under Paragraph 1 of the N. B. 
to Rule 232, an owner training his 
own horses or those of his im- 
mediate family does not require a 
license. 


OWNERS: Are not required to be li- 


censed at meetings sanctioned by the 
hunts committee. 


RACING COLORS: An owner starting 


a horse at one or two meetings a year 
may be given permission by _ the 
stewards to use a set of racing silks 
without registration of same. How- 
ever to avoid conflict with other silks, 
it is advisable that a registration be 
made. 


Under special circumstances a 
horse may be allowed to run in colors 
not those of the owner by permis- 
sion of the stewards. See Rules 253 
A. This is designed to cover the con- 
tingency of colors not being avail- 
able the day of the races, or in a 
case where an owner is racing a 
horse for the first time, and may 
never race again. In general, how- 
ever, substitution of colors is not a 
good practice and should be dis- 
couraged. 


GENERAL: From the above, it will be 
seen that the question of registra- 


tions leaves a great deal to the 
stewards of the meeting. In general 
licenses and registrations are not re- 
quired where the owner, trainer, 
rider or horse participates at one or 
two meetings only. If several meet- 
ings are involved, registrations may 
be necessary. 


This is the first of several memo- 


randa prepared by the hunts commitee 
with respect to hunt race meetings.

He carried top 
weight, giving four pounds to Flying 
Heels, which ran second. 


H. P. Whitney’s Beacon Hill scored 
his first stakes victory when he won eas- 
ily the 60th running of the Travers Mid- 
summer Derby at Saratoga, August 17.
